3.—Having 
disposed of all e^pept one of the 
Fall Amendments to the peace treaty 
by a majority of negative votes, the 
senate was prepared today to take 
up other features of the treaty. The 
future course of the senate in its 
consideration of the treaty with its 
league of nations covenant was un­ 
decided early today but it was ex­ 
pected that 
leaders 
would. soon 
agree on a program to be carried 
out in an effort to speed up action. 
There remain today the amend­ 
ment proposed by Senator Fall, Re­ 
publican of New Mexico, to limit 
American representation to the re­ 
parations committee, six amendments 
to the league of nations covenant, 
and two minor amendments. 
The vote on the Fall amendments 
all of which were rejected by ma­ 
jorities ranging from fifteen to twen­ 
ty eight votes still continued to­ 
day to be interpreted in different 
lights. Treaty supporters considered 
the vote a distinct victory for their 
forces while leaders of the opposi­ 
tion said the results of the roll call 
could only be looked on as victory 
for them inasmuch as the votes of 
treaty opponents as registered on 
their roll calls together with ab­ 
sentees of the same opinion guar­ 
anteed sufficient votes to bring about
